Action  and  Inaction 


SINCE  we  published  our  inquiry  (July  21st  issue)  into  the 
condition  of  the  million  old  cars  that  form  the  backbone 
of  British  motoring,  and  expressed  concern  at  the  likeli¬ 
hood  of  a  drastic  fall  in  the  number  of  cars  in  use,  we  have 
seen  some  American  figures  on  this  very  subject. 


In  a  booklet,  “Automobiles  and  National  Defense,”  the 
Automobile  Manufacturers’  Association  of  U.SA.  note  with 
alarm  that  whereas  in  1941  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  U.SA.’s 
supply  of  cars  (“Transport  tools”  they  call  them)  was  more 
than  seven  years  old,  to-day  more  than  one-half  is  in  that 
age  bracket. 

Pointing  out  that  American  cars  are  now  either  “young”  or 
“old,”  the  A.M.A.  emphasise  that  “Lack  of  ‘middle-age’  cars 


creates  a  serious  gap  in  the  supply  of  used  cars  whose  buyers 
are  most  numerous  among  those  very  people  who  depend  most 
on  their  cars  as  essential  tools  for  doing  their  work  in  industry 
and  agriculture.”  They  give  the  following  facts  as  proof: — 

1941  1950 

Younr  cars  (Less  than  5  years  old)  . .  14,000,000  16,000,000 

Middle-age  cars  (5-7  years  old)  ..  6,900,000  NONE 

Old  cars  (8-10  years  old) .  3,100,000  8,000,000 

Very  old  cars  (Over  10  years  old)  3,500,000  11,800.000 


These  facts,  incidentally,  are  displayed  pictorially  in  the 
booklet.  They  give  an  immediate,  attention-compelling  picture 
of  the  seriousness  of  the  situation.  And  that  goes  for  the  rest 
of  the  booklet.  It  is  packed  with  diagrams  and  illustrations 
which  “put  over”  the  text  in  a  most  convincing  way. 

Why  are  we  drawing  attention  to  this  booklet?  First,  be¬ 
cause  this  country  has  an  “old  car”  problem  which  is  far  worse 
than  that  in  the  U.S.  Second,  because  British  motor  manufac¬ 
turers  seemingly  have  no  similar  plan  for  teaching  the  motoring 
facts  of  life  to  our  own  Government. 

Failing  the  appointment  of  that  expert  Publicity  Man 
to  do  the  Job  for  them,  we  suggest  that  our  manufacturers 
get  hold  of  a  copy  of  the  booklet  with 
the  idea  of  producing  one  like  it.  The 
Government  will  never  learn  if  they  are 
never  taught.

Beware  of  Doing  Business 


Three  “bad  types” 

IRMS  hiring  self-drive  cars  seem 
to  get  more  than  an  average  share 
of  shady  and  undesirable  cus¬ 
tomers.  Probably  every  operator  In  the 
country  can  quote  from  personal 
experience  at  least  one  case  of  loss  due 
to  the  activities  of  a  member  of  the 
dishonest  and  knavish  fraternity  who 
live  by  their  wits  on  the  trusting 
nature  of  other  more  hardworking 
types. 

It  is  possible  to  trust  In  luck  and 
provide  a  reserve  fund  against  losses 
which  are  bound  to  come,  by  charg¬ 
ing  excessive  rates,  and  profits  can  be 
made  this  way.  More  often  than  not, 
however,  the  operator  loses,  and  the 
artful  dodger  gets  away  with  some¬ 
thing  for  nothing. 

Those  persons  the  average  operator 
would  call  “undesirable”  can  be 
divided  Into  three  rather  Indeter¬ 
minate  classes — (1)  Irresponsible,  (2) 
shady  characters,  and  (3)  out  and  out 
crooks.  There  Is  also  a  fourth  class 
which  has  been  mentioned  In  a 
previous  article— the  normally  honest 
Individual  whose  environment  or 
occupation  leads  him  to  associate  with 
members  of  the  other  three.  In  this 
group  might  be  Included  bookmakers, 
barmen. 

But,  take  the  Irresponsible  type  of 
hirer,  with  whom,  on  the  whole,  losses 
take  the  form  of  bad  debts  and 
damage  to  the  car,  plus  a  great  deal

The  hirer  so  often  underestimates 
his  liability  for  the  charges,  or  else 
has  an  accident  and  cannot  pay  when 
the  time  comes.  There  Is  no  pre¬ 
meditated  Intention  to  cause  trouble. 
He  Is  merely  overtaken  by  events! 

Facial  characteristics 

Look  for  him  chiefly  among  young 
people,  one-day  hirers,  pub-crawlers, 
persons  casually  employed  on  commis¬ 
sion,  frequenters  of  race  tracks.  One 
operator  who  believes  in  studying 
facial  characteristics  assumes  the 
worst  when  the  hirer  has  sleek  black 
hair  with  a  suggestion  of  a  permanent 
wave,  or  a  slightly  dark  complexion 
with  or  without  a  foreign  accent.  He 
also  dislikes  eyebrows  that  meet  in 
the  middle,  and  eyes  too  close  to¬ 
gether.  One  is  almost  bound  to 
disagree  with  his  classification,  but  he 
does  at  least  study  each  case 
Individually. 

Be  very  careful  that  all  the  paper 
work  Is  completed  accurately.  It  is 
quite  likely  that  any  dispute  will  end 
up  in  the  courts,  and  advantage  will 
be  taken  of  every  loophole  In  the 
contract. 

The  main  difference  between  this 
type  and  the  shady  character  Is  that 
of  intention.  Where  the  irresponsible 
individual  only  causes  trouble  when 
something  out  of  the  ordinary 
happens,  the  shady  character  sets  out 
to  take  advantage  of  any  opportunity 
which  occurs,  and.  If  It  does  not  occur, 
then  he  creates  one.

Always  doubt  the  man  in  a  hurry. 
It  is  so  often  put  on  to  avoid  discovery 
of  a  discreditable  character  or  to  cover 
up  some  Questionable  activity. 

Every  day  he  tries  a  different 
variation  of  the  old  tricks,  and  some 
are  extremely  subtle  indeed.  Whatever 
the  method  adopted,  however,  the 
object  is  to  benefit  at  someone  else’s 
expense.  If  the  operator  is  simple  or 
foolish  enough  he  might  even  get 
cash  as  well  as  the  free  use  of  a  motor 
car. 

Lies  and  deceit  of  every  description 
are  to  be  expected,  but  strangely 
enough  are  not  practised  by  the  “pro¬ 
fessional”  sharpsters.  These  “experts” 
rely  almost  entirely  on  creating  an 
impression,  which  in  itself  is  no 
criminal  offence.  They  know  that  a 
definite  lie  might  well  be  the  basis  of 
an  action  for  fraud,  which  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  bring  in  the  police.  Beware 
therefore  of  taking  a  man’s  integrity 
for  granted  or  assuming  he  is  what 
he  appears  to  be. 

Not  who  he  seemed 

One  rascal  who  got  away  with  a  new 
Austin  A40  for  several  weeks,  right  in 
the  middle  of  the  season,  described 
himself  quite  truthfully  on  the  insur¬ 
ance  form  as  “Manufacturer’s  Agent,” 
and  during  the  course  of  conversation 
opened  up  his  case  which  contained 
packets  of  catalogues  for  a  very  well- 
known  and  respected  firm.  The  recep¬ 
tion  clerk  jumped  to  the  conclusion 
that  he  was  employed  by  them,  and 
there  the  sad  tale  began. 

He  was  nowhere  about  when  the 
original  period  of  hire  ended,  his 


imagined  employers  had  never  heard 
of  him,  and  it  took  several  weeks  to 
get  the  car  back.  The  police  would  not 
help  as  they  considered  there  was  only 
a  breach  of  a  civil  contract.  He  had  no 
money  and  just  was  not  worth  suing. 

Last  spring  the  telephone  rang  in 
the  office  of  a  small  garage,  and  a  well- 
cultured  voice  asked  if  cars  could  be 
hired,  and  if  so  at  how  much.  Having 
had  all  his  questions  politely  answered, 
the  caller,  who  gave  the  impression 
he  was  Mr.  Brown — a  prominent  local 
figure,  but  not  personally  known  to 
the  proprietor — explained  that  he  was 
giving  his  chauffeur  a  well-earned 
holiday  and  wanted  to  help  with  the 
hiring  charges. 

All  for  £5 

Under  no  circumstances  was  this  to 
be  disclosed,  however,  as  the  chap  was, 
“so  blasted  independent,  you  know!” 
Would  they  therefore  collect  £5  from 
the  man  and  he  would  pay  the  rest. 
“You’ll  know  the  fellow  when  he  calls, 
he’s  tall  and  fair  haired,  lives  at 
number  17  So-and-so  street,  I  believe.” 

Sure  enough  the  man  arrived  and 
duly  took  the  car  for  £5  per  week. 
When  the  account  for  the  difference 
was  indignantly  returned  by  the  true 
Mr.  Brown,  and  the  hirer  tackled  on 
the  subject,  he  maintained  that  he 
merely  paid  what  was  asked,  and  he 
had  never  made  the  telephone  call  or 
even  heard  of  the  other  gentleman! 
Add  to  all  this  the  fact  that  the  hirer 
really  was  a  chauffeur,  that  he  really 
did  live  at  that  address,  and  the 
operator’s  feelings  can  be  imagined. 
What  hurt  him  most  was  the  realisa¬ 
tion  that  he  had  been  deliberately 
caught,  and  there  was  nothing  he 
could  do  about  it. 

It  Is  all  very  well  to  say  the  facts 
should  have  been  verified,  and  “it 
couldn’t  happen  to  me.”  These  men 
are  clever  and  play  the  part  with  an 
adroitness  acquired  by  long  experience. 
’Their  cunning  and  crookedness  of 
mind  have  to  ‘be  encountered  to  be 
believed.

Work  on  this  building  began  immedi¬ 
ately  in  1947,  and  after  the  usual  fight 
for  licences,  final  stages  of  the  present 
plans  have  now  been  completed. 

A  new  workshop  of  steel  and  corru¬ 
gated  asbestos  and  covering  an  area 
of  110ft.  by  85ft.  was  the  first  to  take 
shape.  The  slope  from  the  filling  sta¬ 
tion  was  levelled  and  the  new  work¬ 
shop  built  in  front  of  the  old  building, 
which  is  still  in  use  and  in  which  the 
stores  and  sales  counter  are  built.  This 
old  building  is  well  below  street  level.

and  the  otlier  3  tons. 


and  there  Is  a  slopins  drive-way  lead¬ 
ing  to  it  from  the  new  shop. 

The  counter  and  stores  present  an 
impressive  view  from  this  entrance, 
with  facia  and  display  windows  well 
illuminated.  Altogether  the  stores 
carry  a  stock  of  Austin  parts  valued 
at  between  £5,000  and  £6,000,  includ¬ 
ing  a  comprehensive  range  of  body 
parts.  It  is  planned  to  build  above  the 
present  stores. 

Above  the  counter  is  a  map  of  the 
territory  covered  by  the  firm,  with  the 
names  of  retail  dealers  shown  beside 
their  respective  towns. 

Coming  to  the  new  workshop,  this 
houses  a  Wakefleld  lubrication  bay 
with  two  hydraulic  lifts,  one  4i  tons, 
the  other  3  tons.  In  the  centre  and 
above  the  drive-down  to  the  other 
shop  is  the  works  office,  which  com¬ 
mands  a  view  of  the  main  entrance  to 
the  garage  and  of  the  new  workshop 
itself. 

Sunken  workshop 

In  this  building  there  is  also  a  sub¬ 
store  for  workshop  tools  and  materials. 

A  feature  is  a  large  sunken  work¬ 
shop  with  a  capacity  for  six  cars. 
There  are  two  sets  of  runners,  one 
built  to  take  any  car  from  the  smallest 
to  the  largest,  and  the  other  for  any¬ 
thing  from  a  medium-sized  car  to  the 
largest  c.v.  On  the  smaller  section  is 


a  mobile  lifting  gantry  which  runs 
along  its  whole  length.  Work  benches 
and  adequate  lighting  are  provided  in 
the  pit. 

Immediately  facing  the  sunken 
workshop  is  a  roller-shutter  door  lead¬ 
ing  from  the  forecourt,  this  entrance 
providing  a  straight  run-in  on  to  the 
runners.  The  main  entrance  to  the 
garage  is  a  similar  type  of  door. 

Showrooms  and  offices 

Latest  of  all  the  work  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  are  the  showrooms  and  offices. 
Actually,  work  on  these  began  in  1949. 
but  permission  to  build  the  shell  only 
was  granted  In  the  first  instance. 

The  showrooms  are  66ft.  x  28ft., 
the  offices  built  above.  One  entrance 
is  from  the  workshop  and  there  is  an¬ 
other  by  way  of  sliding  doors  at  one 
end.  After  testing  materials  to  dis¬ 
cover  something  Impervious  to  oil.  De 
la  Rue  flooring  was  decided  on.  This 
is  of  black  and  cream  squares  with  a 
green  surround.  The  walls  are  pan¬ 
elled  in  oak  and  french  polished. 

The  spacious  offices  are  effectively 
sound-proofed  and  all  lead  off  from  a 
main  landing,  but  all  are  intercommu¬ 
nicating.  Also  on  this  floor  is  a  wait¬ 
ing  room. 

On  the  forecourt  are  six  Wayne 
pumps  Installed  in  a  semi-circle  to 
facilitate  easy  driving  in  and  out  on 
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either  side  of  the  island.  Actually, 
only  four  of  the  pumps  serve  petrol; 
two  are  dummies  used  as  display  units 
for  bottled  oil.  Nash  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  do 
their  own  oil  bottling. 

Behind  the  workshops  are  the  wash 
and  paintshops.  The  latter  include  a 
spray-booth  designed  and  built  by  the 
firm  themselves.  It  is  of  galvanised 
steel  and  has  two  air  extractors— all 
to  Home  Office  specification. 

Without  doubt,  E.  Nash  and  Co., 
Ltd.,  can  be  proud  of  their  post-war 
achievements,  which  reflect  great 


credit  on  the  directors  and  staff,  par¬ 
ticularly  when  one  considers  the 
amount  that  has  been  done  with  their 
own  labour  and  to  their  own  design. 

Co-directors  with  Chairman  E.  Nash 
are  his  son.  Managing  Director  R.  W. 
Nash,  and  his  wife,  Mrs.  M.  Nash,  to¬ 
gether  with  J.  Sellers,  who  was  pro¬ 
prietor  of  Oatlands  Garages,  Ltd.,  be¬ 
fore  the  site  was  taken  over. 

The  new  development  is  being 
opened  on  Thursday,  August  16th,  by 
Sales  Manager  C.  S.  Buckley,  of  the 
Austin  Motor  Co.

export  of  vehicles  for  the  first  half  of  this 
fear  made  by  the  society. 

He  adds;  “The  fall  in  production  of  cars 
Is  making  it  difficult  for  us  to  supply  some 
•markets  with  all  they  desire.  Continental 
■laiiufartiirers,  however,  inriiiding  Germany, 
•re  incrensing  their  production.” 

Motor  vehicles  came  off  the  production 
Bncs  in  British  factories  at  the  rate  of  over 
XOOO  every  day  during  the  first  six  months 
of  this  year.  Making  up  this  number  were 
344,509  cars,  and  134,600  commercial 
VBhlcles. 

Compared  with  the  first  half  of  1950,  there 
was  a  7  per  cent,  fall  in  output  due  to  a 
(Hacrease  of  17,998  in  the  number  of  cars 
made;  the  commercial  vehicle  figure  was 
maintained  at  virtually  the  same  level,  how¬ 
ever 

Only  hy  a  constant  process  of  adaptation 
to  meet  changing  conditions  were  manu¬ 
facturers  ahle  to  prevent  a  more  pronounced 
drop  in  output,  the  society  state. 

The  development  and  use  of  substitute 
materials  for  those  in  short  supply  (particu¬ 
larly  alloying  elements  In  steel,  such  as 
nickel),  figured  outstandingly  in  the  action 


taken  to  keep  the  production  lines  moving 
as  fast  as  possible. 

Even  so.  no  amount  of  ingenuity  could 
overcome  the  lack  of  vital  steel  sheet  for 
car  bodies,  one  of  the  principal  reasons  for 
the  curtailed  car  output. 

Exports  of  motor  vehicles  over  the  six 
months  amounted  to  185,923  cars,  and 
70,375  commercials. 

Although  the  total  volume  shipped. 
256,298.  was  19,979  less  than  in  the  cor¬ 
responding  period  of  1950,  the  value,  more 
than  £90  millions,  was  slightly  greater. 

This  increase  In  value  for  a  7  per  cent, 
smaller  total  shipment  flows  to  some  extent 
from  price  increases  which  manufacturers 
have  been  forced  to  make  becau.se  of  ever 
rising  costs  of  production  at  home. 

An  added  boost  to  the  currency  figure 
was  also  given  by  the  fact  that  a  greater 
number  of  public  service  vehicles,  mainly 
single-deck  buses  and  chassis,  were  shipped 
to  overseas  customers.

HIS  motor  industry  of  ours  is 
admitted  —  even  by  those  with 
little  regard  for  it  and  with  a 
general  dislike  of  private  enterprise — 
to  be  doing  a  good  job.  It  serves  its 
generation  in  a  number  of  different 
ways,  including  some  that  are  possibly 
not  fully  realised  even  by  members  of 
the  trade.  Here  is  one  of  those  ways: 
A  study  of  a  collection  of  cartoonsi 
covering  any  period  reveals  a  good 
deal  more  than  a  survey  of  the  con¬ 
troversies  of  the  time,  political  and 
otherwise.  What  is  even  more  import¬ 
ant,  it  gives  a  picture  of  the  life  of  the 
age;  its  fashions  and  tastes,  its  man¬ 
ners  and  customs  The  current  work 
of  Giles,  of  the  “Express”  newspapers, 
is  a  striking  example  of  this  when 
compared  with  that  of  his  predecess¬ 
ors  of  pre-war  days.  Just  the  same 
thing  is  true  of  advertisements,  which 
show  not  only  the  sort  of  products 
people  were  buying  at  the  time  they 
were  published,  but  the  kind  of  life 
they  were  leading.  And  in  the  drab¬ 
ness  of  Britain  to-day,  motor  industry 
publicity  strikes  a  note  that  is  brighter 
than  the  average.  Thus  it  makes  a 
contribution  of  particular  value. 

Pictures  in  pages 

HE  typical  Giles’  cartoon  shows 
a  mean  street  in  a  big  city, 
usually  war-damaged,  in  which 
unpleasant  -  looking  children  disport 
themselves  in  hordes,  while  spivs  and 
other  dubious  adults  go  about  their 
business.  Turn  to  the  advertisements 
in  the  paper,  and  you  are  regaled  with 
a  succession  of  housewives  who  only 
cease  to  be  harassed  when  they  have 
discovered  whatever-it-is  that  takes 
the  drudgery  out  of  something-or- 
another.  or  the  stuff  that  relieves 


nervous  strain  or  malnutrition.  And 
the  males  of  the  species  are  in  keep¬ 
ing,  depicted  as  they  are,  as  beset 
breadwinners,  with  trains  or  buses  to 
catch,  and  Jobs  to  be  held  down.  Of 
the  picture  thus  presented  all  that 
need  be  said  is  that  it  is  not  that  of 
the  England  we  used  to  know.  That 
much  you  will  quickly  realise  if  you 
can  find  some  pre-war  magazine  to 
glance  through.  Then,  our  way  of  life 
was  more  spacious;  it  had  about  it 
even  a  certain  grace  that  now  seems — 
at  any  rate  judging  from  the  adver-- 
tisements  —  largely  to  have  vanished.! 

But  not  wholly,  however.  It  is  stillf  * 
discernible  in  a  good  many  of  the  dis-j 
plays  of  our  car  manufacturers.  They! 
give  the  impression  that  the  nations^f 
way  of  life  is  neither  entirely  austerei^j 
nor  mean.  The  point  I  wish  to  stress,#' 
however,  is  that  our  industry  is  one  of] 
the  comparative  few  that  keeps  flying) 
the  flag  of  a  certain  English  tradltlon.1

“In  Search  Of  Service” 

Sir. — Surely  it  is  time  that  the  Champion 
ahrvey  was  put  into  Its  proper  perspective. 
What  did  the  survey  consist  of,  and  can  the 
conclusions  reached  be  of  any  value? 

The  “practical”  part  of  the  test  consisted 
of  sending  a  sinall  number  of  cars  on  a  short 
tour  in  the  hands  of  executives  of  the  com¬ 
pany  concerned.  These  went  to  districts  to 
which,  no  doubt,  their  drivers  were 
strangers. 

In  short,  they  would  be  in  the  same  posi¬ 


tion  as  any  other  driver  wanting  service,  ex¬ 
cept,  so  we  are  told,  they  must  not  ask  for 
service,  but  wait  until  it  was  offered.  The 
cars  concerned  had  a  number  of  “rigged” 
faults,  and  here  I  cannot  resist  the  comment 
that  one  hopes  that  these  were  of  a  minor 
nature,  and  did  not  Impair  the  safety  of  the 
occupfuits  and  other  users  of  the  road,  other¬ 
wise  much  that  has  happened  since,  ought 
not  to  have  been  recorded. 

The  conclusions  of  the  drivers  concerned 
form  the  basis  of  the  survey.  What  is  the 
value?  After  due  thought,  and  some  dis¬ 
cussion  with  men  who  know  the  present 
state  of  the  motor  trade,  I  must  confess  that 
I  cannot  see  any. 

Surely,  better  conclusions  would  have 
been  arrived  at  if  a  questionnaire  had  been 
answered  by  a  number  of  men  whose  duties 
take  them  into  contact  with  the  motor 
tiade  at  all  levels,  and  who  themselves,  by 
virtue  of  their  own  occupations,  cover  con¬ 
siderable  milefiges  as  motorists.  There  are 
many  such  men,  and  there  would  have  been 
little  difficulty  In  finding  a  number  who 
would  have  co-operated. 

*  «  * 

The  number  of  calls  made,  the  hours  at 
which  they  were  made,  the  number  of  pumps 
operated,  the  dealership  held,  etc.,  are 
surely  of  interest  only  to  the  statistician, 
and  the  reel  conclusions  of  a  survey  of  the 
retail  side  of  the  motor  trade  are  not  In  any 
way  affected. 

I  respectfully  append  my  own  results  of 
a  personal,  progressive  survey,  made  during 
the  course  of  my  duties,  these  involving  con¬ 
siderable  mileages  in  large  areas  of  the 
coimtry. 

1.  The  motor  trade  is  far  too  busy  to  offer 
service,  and  particularly  acts  of  a  charitable 
nature.  (By  this  I  mean  the  fitting  of  ac¬ 
cessories  where  no  charge  can  be  made  for 
fitment,  and  the  profit  from  which  is  too 
small  to  offset  the  fitting  charge.)  At  the 
same  time  I  know  of  few  places  where  ser¬ 
vice,  if  really  needed,  cannot  be  obtained 
when  necessary. 

2.  The  garagist  and  his  representatives 
remain  as  good  psychologists  as  ever,  and 
if  a  stranger  appears  t>efore  them  with  his 
oar  tied  with  string,  or  stuffed  with  rag.

Water  In  Pit:  Advice  Wanted 

Sir, — We  have  suffered  for  some  years  past 
with  water  finding  its  way  into  our  inspec¬ 
tion  pit.  The  one  in  question  is  approxi¬ 
mately  80ft.  long,  4ft.  across  and  5ft.  deep. 

The  situation  of  the  building  Is  in  a  rather 


low  part  of  the  town  where  ^iringB  are 
known  to  exist,  but  attempts  to  alter  the 
course  of  these  springs  have  produced  no 
results. 

If  any  readers  have  had  a  similar  unfor¬ 
tunate  experience  and  have  been  able  to 
prevent  water  geitting  into  their  pit  by  an 
entirely  satisfactory  method,  we  should  be 
very  pleased  to  hear  what  methods  were 
adopted. 

It  is  felt  that  much  effort  can  be  expended 
to  adhleve  this  end,  but  finally  the  position 
might  finish  up  by  being  Just  the  same,  and 
so  it  is  felt  that  previous  experience  on 
somebody’s  part  might  lead  us  to  the  only 
practicable  solution.

Resale  Price  Maintenance 

Sir, — ^Although  not  an  hon.  Member  of  your 
House,  I  am  frequently  permitted  to  receive 
enlightenment  from  your  pages,  and  was 
particularly  interested  to  read  your  com¬ 
ments  on  C.  O.  H.  Dunham’s  letter  (July 
7th  issue)  where  reference  was  made  to  the 
“daily  menace’’  of  50  years  ego. 

I  am  now  83  years  of  age  and  In  my  early 
days  graduated  from  village  to  town  and 
from  town  to  city.  And  I  can  assure  you 
from  my  own  experience  that  they  were 
hard  times  for  most  people. 

'There  was  no  fixed  scale  of  wages,  and 
there  was  no  security  of  employment.  There 
were  too  many  employees  and  too  many 
waiting  to  take  the  other  man’s  Job.  Nobody 
dared  say  his  soul  was  his  own;  and  money 
talked.  Prospective  orders  were  a  bait  that 
every  employer  Jumped  at,  and  orders  were 
frequently  taken  at  dead  level  cost  solely 
to  enable  employers  to  retain  the  few  valu¬ 
able  employees  they  desired  to  keep.  C!om- 
modities  were  few,  and  cheap,  as  they  had 
need  to  be. 

But  though  most  people  Lived  in  fear  of 
want,  they  were  much  happier  than  the 
people  of  this  generation,  and  more  conten¬ 
ted  with  the  few  things  then  available  than 
are  the  people  of  to-day  with  the  multitude 
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Of  goods  and  servioee  brought  to  them  by 
land  and  sea  and  air  from  every  quarter  of 
the  globe. 

But,  despite  the  drawbacks'  of  the  past, 
those  who  worked,  did  most  certainly  enjoy 
more  of  the  fruits  of  their  labours  than 
those  of  to-day,  who  carry  a  load  of  profiteers 
on  their  backs. 

And  that  is  where  the  value  of  Mr.  Dun- 
liam’s  letter  comes  In;  for  In  turning  the 
searchlight  on  to  the  causes  of  current  high 
prices  he  has  opened  our  eyes  to  an  abuse 
which  could  very  readily  be  eliminated. 

It  is  bad  enough  for  consumers  to  have  to 
pay  prices  which  cover  genuine  production 
costs,  but  If  in  addition  to  these  the  public 


is  being  called  upon  to  pay  for  the  enter¬ 
tainment  of  those  who  make  the  goods  they 
buy,  it  is  high  time  that  authority  stepped 
In  and  nUed  all  these  chargee  out  of  the 
balance  sheet. 

Then  minimum  prices  might  become  stan¬ 
dard  prices  and  everybody  would  get  a  fair 
deal.

Water  in  Inspection  Pit 

tSee  letter  on  facing  pctge  from  “Inquirer”) 


UNLESS  a  pit  built  in  watery  land  is 
properly  designed  and  constructed 
on  the  principle  of  a  simken  tank, 
the  cost  of  making  it  effectively  water¬ 
tight  afterwards  is  usually  prohibitive. 
Mere  treatment  of  the  interior  surface  is 
rarely  complletely  satisfactory,  for  the 
pressme  of  the  water  outside  can  be 
quite  considerable,  especially  towards 
the  bottom  of  the  walls  and  under  the 
floor. 

The  only  real  remedy  would  be  to  ex¬ 
cavate  the  soil  all  round  and  under  the 
pit,  end  either  fill  the  cavities  with  well- 
puddled  clay  (which,  however,  would  be 
liable  to  crack  if  the  soil  periodically 
dries  out),  or  to  plaster  the  exterior  sur¬ 
faces  with  one  of  the  reputable  mastic 
cements.  Even  then  the  permancy  of  the 
cure  would  depend  a  good  deal  on  the 
nature  of  the  subsoil :  a  pit  80ft.  long  is 
almost  certain  to  be  subjected  to  move¬ 
ments  of  the  ground  which,  however 
slight,  would  cause  cracks  and  leaks. 

Presumably,  the  problem  is  not  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  actual  flooding,  but  only  of  a 
moderate — ^though  very  Inconvenient  and 
impleawnt — seepage  of  water,  which  ac- 
cmnulates  during  seasons  of  rain,  but 
possibly  disappears  In  a  spell  of  dry 
weather.  Undoubtedly,  the  cheapest  and 
best  solution  is  to  ensure  that  the  floor 
slopes  sufficiently  to  a  suitable  spot,  and 
there  to  make  a  water-tight  sump 


measuring,  say,  2ft.  square  by  18in.  or  so 
deep. 

A  pump  of  the  “bilge”  type,  driven  by 
an  electric  motor,  can  be  installed  to 
drain  the  sump  and  carry  the  lifted 
water  Into  the  normal  drainage  system. 
The  pump  can  be  made  automatic  In 
action  by  means  of  a  float-arm  In  the 
sump,  operating  a  switch.  (Automatic 
devices  of  this  kind  can  be  bought.) 

An  alternative  to  a  motor-driven  pump 
is  an  automatic  syphon  which  works  in 
conjunction  with  the  mains  supply  of 
water.  The  merits  of  this  type  of 
machine  are  perhaps  most  appreoiaible 
where  the  Installation  must  neceesarily 
be  rather  inaccessible  to  regular  atten¬ 
tion. 

On  the  whole,  for  a  garage  pit,  we  pre¬ 
fer  the  motor-driven  pump,  since  the 
apparatus  can  here  be  perfectly  getat- 
able. 

It  is  aiways  worth  while  to  get  a  com¬ 
petent  builder,  who  understands  drain¬ 
age,  to  examine  the  surroimding  soli  con¬ 
ditions  to  find  out  whether  a  particular 
spring  (or  maybe  a  broken  rain-water 
drain)  ,1s  the  chief  cause  of  the  water 
reaching  the  pit.  We  have  known  In¬ 
stances  of  the  trouble  originating  a  con¬ 
siderable  distance  away,  and  of  much  of 
it  being  eliminated  by  diverting  the  flow 
from  a  .spring  or  repairing  a  leaking 
drain.

Museum  occasion 

IT  is  getting  on  for  a  century  ago, 
in  1857,  that  the  Science  Museum 
decided  to  exhibit  farm  implements 
and  machinery.  By  the  time  the  re¬ 
cent  war  broke  out,  a  notable  collec¬ 
tion  had  been  brought  together.  It 
was  dispersed  for  the  duration,  which 
was  indeed  fortunate,  seeing  that  the 
building  that  housed  it  was  destroyed 
by  bomb  damage.  The  erection  of  a 
new  one  was  retarded  by  familiar 
fidiflBculties,  and  iti  was  only  last  week 
Hhat  the  revived  agricultural  section 
,  was  opened  by  the  Minister  of  Educa- 
tlon. 

Having  been  privileged  to  attend  the 
}  opening  ceremony  and  to  Inspect  the  result 
;  of  the  efforts,  I  would  say  that  this  Is  a 
:  show  to  be  seen  by  every  member  of  the 
:  Industry  who  has  any  Interest  at  all  In  the 
i  agricultural  side.  Indeed,  those  who  have 
'  not  would  also  benefit  by  making  a  tour  of 
the  gallery. 

The  agricultural  collection  at  South  Ken- 
slngton  sets  out  to  Illustrate  current  prac- 
Itlce.  and  to  show  what  mechanisation  Is 
i.  achieving  at  the  moment.  It  Is  concerned 
j  with  to-day  and  to-morrow  rather  than  with 
4  yesterday  which  Is  where  It  differs  from 
;  old-fashioned  museums.  At  the  .same  time, 
vlt  also  very  rightly  explains  how  the  present 
•.position  has  been  brought  about.  Progress 
can  only  be  understood,  and  fully  appreci¬ 
ated,  after  the  historical  record  has  been 
examined,  for  which  full  opportunity  Is 
given  here. 


Manufacturers’  help 

There  are  nearly  100  of  these  models,  re¬ 
presenting  most  of  the  well-known  makes, 
and  they  were  supplied  to  the  museum  by 
the  manufacturers.  Donors  Included  the 
David  Brown,  Ferguson,  Ford,  International 
Harvester.  Nuffield,  and  a  number  of  other 
concerns,  and  the  cases  Illustrate  the  work 
of  the  fully  mechanised  farm  through  all 
the  seasons  of  the  year.  Additionally  there 
is  a  full-size  Massey-Harrls  combine,  partly 
sectioned,  which  Is  kept  running.  The 
sound  of  the  machine  almost  Introduces 
an  agricultural  show  touch! 

Leaving  the  modem  side,  there  Is  u  vety 
comprehensive  display  of  early  tools  and 
Implements,  again  most  effectively  staged, 
and  such  appliances  as  a  horse-wheel.  Be¬ 
sides  Ivel  tractor  No.  1,  the  original  Bell 
reaper  of  1826  Is  also  on  view.  Its  inventor, 
a  Scottish  clergyman,  anticipated  McCor¬ 
mick  by  some  years — another  to-be-remem¬ 
bered  British  achievement. 

Another  reason  why  this  new  section  of 
the  museum  Is  worth  visiting  is  that  It 
presents  a  most  noteworthy  example  of  the 
use  of  modern  display  methods.  A  foil 
description  cannot  be  attempted  now  but  it 
may  be  mentioned  that  the  showcases  are 
surmounted  by  an  Illuminated  cyclorama. 
8ft.  In  height  and  .running  round  the  walls 
for  a  distance  of  140ft.  It  Illustrates  agri¬ 
cultural  methods  from  the  earliest  time  up 
to  the  present,  the  method  of  treatment 
being  most  striking. 

Before  leaving  the  museum  I  took  the 
opportunity  to  Inspect  the  road  vehicle  sec¬ 
tion  once  again.  There  Is  a  very  fine  collec¬ 
tion  of  early  cars  and  motor  cycles,  out  It 
lacks  a  goods  carrier,  and  a  p.s.v. 


Enlarging  knowledge 

This  display  has  been  made  far  more 
liighly-educatlve  than  the  kind  of  thing  to 
r'whlch  we  were  accu.stomed  In  our  younger 
days.  A  study  of  It  would  give  the  un¬ 
instructed  visitor  quite  a  useful  grounding 
in  present  farming  practice  ai-d  the  equip¬ 
ment  that  It  Involves,  and  would  probably 
enlarge  the  knowledge  of  some  who  are 
actually  engaged  In  the  trade. 

Addressing  last  week's  gathering,  the 
Director  of  the  museum.  Dr.  Sherwood  Tay¬ 
lor,  made  one  very  memorable  ob.servation. 
It  was  to  the  effect  that  we  In  industry

GARAGISTS  WIN  CLAIM  AGAINST  EX-MANAGER 


FOR  REPAIRS  TO  HIS  CAR  WHILE  HE  WAS  WITH  THEM 


tOM>IIS8H)N  I‘LKA  FAILS 

JUDGMENT  against  a  garage  manager  In 
a  claim  for  repairs  to  his  car  made  by 
his  former  employers  was  given  by  Judge 
A.  H.  Armstrong  In  Bournemouth  County 
Court  recently. 

The  plaintiffs,  J.  Day  (Chelmsford),  Ltd., 
claimed  £57  4s.  8d.  for  the  work  done  and 
the  defendant,  Derek  Joseph  Brown,  of 
Bournemouth,  counter  -  claimed  for  £60 
19s.  7d.  commission  on  the  sale  of  three 
lorries.  The  Judge  dismissed  the  coimter- 
clalm  and  gave  judgment  for  £45  for  the 
plaintiffs. 

Mr.  C.  Besley,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  the 
firm  were  garage  owners  and  the  defendant 
had  been  employed  as  manager  at  their 
Colchester  branch.  While  there.  Brown  In¬ 
structed  those  under  him  to  carry  out  re¬ 
pairs  to  his  Humber  car,  but  he  disputed 
the  charge  of  £57  4s.  8d.  His  counter-claim 
was  for  commission  on  three  lorries  which. 
It  was  alleged,  he  had  sold  on  behalf  of 
the  company. 

The  Arm  maintained  In  defence  of  the 
counter-claim  that  Brown  was  employed  as 
a  manager  at  £10  a  week  and  was  not  en¬ 
titled  to  commission. 


had  l>een  given  not  to  let  the  car  out  of 
the  garage  unless  a  deposit  of  £45  was  first 
paid. 

Brown  then  handed  him  a  package  ad¬ 
dressed  to  Mr.  Day  marked  “Private  and 
, Confidential.”  and  said  the  money  was  en¬ 
closed.  Witness  tried  to  contact  Mr.  Day, 
but  defendant  pushed  the  car  out  and  down 
the  hill.  The  package,  was  found  to  contain 
catalogues  and  pieties  of  paper,  but  no 
money. 

The  defendant  contended  that  the  charges 
were  too  high.  Before  taking  up  employ¬ 
ment  with  the  firm  he  had  had  an  estimate 
from  another  garage  for  £17  158.  6d.  for  the 
work.  He  also  thought  that  as  he  was  em¬ 
ployed  by  a  garage  the  charge  would  be 
less. 

ALLEGED  OFFER 

His  main  job  was  to  sell  vehicles  and  be¬ 
fore  starting  with  the  firm  he  had  worked 
at  Southend  on  a  salary  plus  commission 
basis.  He  alleged  that  Mr.  Day  offered  him 
the  job  at  £10  a  week,  plus  commission  and 
out-of-pocket  expenses. 

The  defendant  agreed.  In  reply  to  Mr. 
Besley,  that  no  mention  of  commission  was 
made  when  he  was  dismissed. 

Giving  judgment,  the  Judge  said  he 
viewed  the  estimate  of  £17  15s.  8d.  by  an¬ 
other  garage  with  suspicions.  There  was 
no  evidence  for  the  plaintiffs,  however,  to 
prove  they  had  put  In  the  99i  hours  work 
on  the  car  mentioned  In  their  case.  Before 
the  parties  got  Into  the  state  of  "bitter 
enmity”  reached  the  firm  had  estimated  a 
cast  of  £45  for  the  work. 

On  the  question  of  the  counter-claim,  the 
Judge  said  that  prlma  facie  there  was  no 
presumption  that  a  salesman  was  entitled 
to  commission.  To  succeed  the  defendant 
liud  to  establish  that  It  had  been  agreed 
Itetween  the  parties  he  should  be  paid  com¬ 
mission.  This  had  been  completely  denied 
and  he  did  not  think  any  such  agreement 
had  been  reached 


CA>IE  BACK  FOR  CAR 

Joseph  Day,  Managing  Director,  stated 
that  defendant’s  duties  Included  selling 
vehicles,  but  there  was  no  arrangement  as 
to  commission.  He  had  been  discharged  at 
a  moment’s  notice  and  paid  a  week’s  wages 
in  lieu  of  notice,  he  added. 

Harry  James  Attrldge,  a  chief  fitter  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  firm,  told  the  cotrrt  that 
Brown  detailed  an  engine  fitter  to  repair 
the  car.  It  was  a  difficult  job  as  It  was 
an  old  vehicle  and  the  crankshaft  had  to  be 
veground. 

After  his  dismissal,  Brown  entered  the 
garage  and  said  he  had  a  prospective  buyer 
for  the  car.  He  was  told  that  instructions

B.o.T.  INVITE  INFORMATION  ON 
SPECIAL  CASES 

Trade  associations  and  drms  who  have 
evidence  of  special  circumstances  in  their 
industries  they  would  like  the  Government 
to  consider  before  introducing  legislation 
on  resale  price  maintenance  are  being  asked 
to  write  to  the  Board  of  Trade.

The  Information  now  sought  concerns 
special  features  or  conditions  in  particular 
industries  and  trades  by  rea.son  of  which 
some  special  consequence  or  ditticuity  might 
be  thought  likely  to  follow  from  legislation 
giving  effect  to  the  White  Paper  proposals.

NOT  BEING  TAKEN  FROM  DEFENCE 

The  Foreign  Secretary  was  asked  in  the 
House  of  Commons  why  an  Increased  output 
of  steel  in  Western  Germany,  allocated  to 
help  rearmament,  was  used  to  raise  the  com¬ 
petitive  power  of  German  motor  business 
overseas  to  the  detriment  of  the  British  car 
industry. 

In  a  written  reply,  Mr.  Ernest  Davies. 
Under-Secretary  of  State,  said  that  German 
steel  production  was  at  present  limited  to 
11.1  million  Ingot  tons  a  year.  The  Ger¬ 
mans  could  use  this  steel  in  any  way  they 
chose. 

By  an  Allied  decision  in  September,  1950, 
the  Germans  could  produce  steel  over  and 
above  this  amount,  provided  the  additional 
output  was  used  to  meet  the  needs  of  West¬ 
ern  defence.  ThLs  additional  production  (at 
the  rate  of  one  to  one  and  a  half  million 
ingot  tons  a  year)  was  not  being  diverted 
from  defence  purposes  to  the  motor  in¬ 
dustry.

“A  sincere  utteiiipt  on  tlie  part  of  the 
motor  traile  to  deal  nith  an  extremely  dlfll- 
cnlt  situation  created  by  abnormal  condi¬ 
tions.”  That  Is  the  view  the  Automobile 
Association  takes  of  the  two-year  covenant, 
and  it  was  expressed  in  the  annual  report 
of  the  committee  which  was  presented  by 
the  association’s  Chairman.  Canon  E'.  W. 
Hassard-Sliort,  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
London  on  Wednesday. 

Canon  Hsis-sard-Short  welcomed  the  Duke

Good  Time  Boys  are  not  good  for  us 


whether  we  like  it  or  not,  to  both  our 
work  and  play. 

I  have  always  believed  in  personal 
contact  in  business  and  in  getting  to 
know  the  other  man  (or  woman).  You 
can  do  that  sitting  on  an  upturned 
bucket,  with  the  ofiBces  blown  away, 
and  while  eating  a  bun.  Wartime 
business  often  carried  on  in  that 
manner.  In  simple  fashion,  amid 
chaos,  business  friendship  and  help 
was  bom.  The  cup  of  tea  you  got  out  of 
a  bucket  was  like  crankcase  drainings, 
but  what  of  it! 

Human  nature  in  all  the  ages  has 
proved  a  tricky  commodity.  Thus  it  is 
impossible  to  blink  the  fact  that 
during  the  war  a  certain  strata  in 
Industry  did  themselves  well,  at  the 
national  expense,  directly  and  in¬ 
directly.  They  became  the  Good  Time 
Boys,  with  quite  a  glamorous  aura 
round  them.  The  tradition  is  a  very 
comfortable  one,  and  conveniently 
perpetuated. 


World  of  illusion 

IS  that  an  echo?  By  golly,  but  it  Is, 
and  what  a  long-delayed  one.  I  see 
a  contemporary  has  echoed  me  in 
expressing  the  view  that  the  antics 
of  Good  Time  Boys  are  not  necessarily 
good  publicity  for  a  hard-working 
motor  industry.  They  put  the  matter 
In  more  honeyed  words,  of  course. 

This  is  a  view  which,  disguised  as  a 
sugar-coated  pill.  I’ve  often  expressed 
in  post-war  years,  against  a  back¬ 
ground  of  leaping  costs.  The  sugar  on 
my  pill  was  very  thin  and  there  has 
been  little  chance  of  mistaking 
the  meaning. 

We  live  at  present  in  a  world  of 
illusion,  as  the  political  and  inter¬ 
national  situation  discloses  all  too 
clearly.  Overnight,  world -shaking 
events  shape  up  and  rapidly  become 
history.  This  is  the  background. 


Hand-picked  comfort 

It  was  an  easy  matter  for  this  group, 
both  in  officialdom  and  in  industry, 
to  take  its  nose  off  the  grindstone.  All 
sorts  of  meetings  could  be,  and  were, 
neatly  engineered.  It  amused  me  to 
see  how  often  the  surroundings  hap¬ 
pened  to  be  extremely  congenial. 
Indeed,  one  could  say,  hand-picked. 
This  was  the  group  with  well-nigh 
untouchable  expenses  sheets,  or  better 
still  given  an  expenses  “grant”  like  an 
income. 

No  wonder  that  in  some  quarters 
attempts  were  made  to  clamp  down  on 
lavishness  in  the  expenses  scale.  With 
what  result?  Ponderous  edicts  went 
forth,  but  very  often  the  burden 
seemed  hardest  on  little  Sammle,  who

Money  was  easy  for 
them,  so  what  in  wartime  was,  shall 
we  say,  well-earned  relaxation,  now 
became  Essential  Publicity.
